This 
sithation is causing intense au.xioty in 
oiti<'ial circles. The most alarming news 
relates to an attack covering a c-onsid- 
erable area in the eusteru part of the 
Adrianople villayet. where the insur- 
geuts have captured the town of Vasili- 
ko. 

They took the chief Turkish olllcials 
prisoners and brought them to the Biil- 
gariau frontier, wliere they liberated 
them. The Turkish olUcials, fearing to 
return to Vasiliko, Houglit retwge with 
tile Bulgarian authorities, who sent them 
to a hotel in Bnrgiis, where they are 
at liberty to remain or depart. The 
insurgents burned the villages around 
N'asiliko and attacked a 'i'nrkisb mili- 
tary post at the monastery of Elijah. 
Tl'e eastern part of tbe Adrianople vill- 
ayet is a mountainous region, and tlie 
fillages ar'> few^ and scattered. Tlie 
strength of the insurgents is unknown. 
It is thought that the outbreak is not 
an organized movement, but is intended 
Ui draw tlie Turkish troops from other 
districts. The particular danger of the 
latest outbreak lies iu its pro.ximity to 
the Bulgarian frontier, thtis creating a 
situation long foreseen and dreaded by 
the Sotia gnvernineiit.
